Revolt on Ship Subsidy and 
Beer Tax, 


HIS PLANS ARE IN DANGER 


REPUBLICANS MAY NOT RATIFY 
HIS BARGAINS. 


Aldrich, Allison, Hale, Burrows and 
Others Refuse to Support Mark 
Hanna’s Measures. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Mark Hanna’s 
troubles in the Senate are multiplying rapid- 
ly. 

There is a concerted movement against his 
ship subsidy bill, and there is a disposition 
to balk at the beer tax reduction which he 
dictated as his payment of a hard-and-fast 
bargain with the brewers, whereby the tax 
was to be reduced if campaign contribu- 
tions were plentiful, and bigger still is the 
fight against his assumption of director- 
ship of legislation. 

A few nights ago Senator McMillan gave 
a dinner and asked Senator Hanna to at- 
tend. Arriving there, he found Messrs, Al- 
lison, Hale, Thurston, Burrows and several 
others on hand. He expected to be told 
that these men would support his bill. In- 
stead he was told flat-footedly that they 
were against the bill as it stands. 

Hanna had not much to say, but he went 
back to his house and began scheming. The 
others schemed too. 

The senators from the middle west do not 
see where their people are to be benefited 
by the bill, and they refuse to support it on 
that ground. Moreover, the strong men who 
come from the inland states, among whom 
are the real leaders of the Senate, do not 
relish Hanna’s assumption of leadership 
and will not countenance it. 

Meanwhile Hanna has looked for votes 
diligently on the Democratic side, and has 
endeavored to fix things so that there will 
be no obstructive tactics. He has sought 
to make a bargain with the Senate steer- 
ing committee of the Democrats, and, while 
he has had some apparent success, it is| 
known to men on the inside that at the 
right time Hanna will be “thrown down’’ 
and left to his own resources. There is 
a story that he is preparing for a coup a 
day or two before the adjournment for 
the Christmas holidays, which will be on 
Dec. 21. In the midst of this trouble Hanna 
has been notified by several Senators, 
notably Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island, that 
it does not seem exactly the right thing for 
the chairman of the national Republican 
committee to get campaign contributions 
from brewers and pledge the Congress 
to reduce the tax on beer as a recom- 
pense. These Senators say that 80 per cent 
of the breweries are owned by foreigners 
and that the industry is controlled by a 
trust, and they display a languid interest 
in the reduction of the beer tax in any 
degree. 

Hanna dictated the ten million reduction 
made by the ways and means committee. 
The brewers are relying on getting a fur- 
ther reduction in the Senate. Inasmuch as 
the bill goes to the committee, of which 
Senator Aldrich is chairman, it is not 
thought likely that they will succeed. In- 
deed, they may not get so much.

CALLED “THE FOX” 


He Is Still Afield and Knox 
Cannot Catch Him. 


DOUBLED BACK IN PURSUIT 


COMMENT ON SUBORDINATION OF 
GEN. FRENCH. 


Famous Cavalryman Left in the Back- 
ground for Several Weeks, While 
Knox Gets Opportunities 
for Glory. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—"‘De Wet the Fox’’ is 
stili ahead of the thounds and breaking 
for cover at Reddersburg, with his pursur- 
ers clgse behind. Instead of following the 
direct road from Rouxville to the Wepener, 
where he would have been headed off by the 
column sent to intercept him, he has circled 
around Knox's forcss, recrossing the Cale- 
don river ahead of them, regained the 
Smithfield road and doubled back upon his 
first track. 

It has been a wonderful fox hunt and has 
not yet ended Knox's troopers have not 
lost sight of the brush during the long cir- 
cuit and are riding hard. The persistency 
with which the British fying column hang 
upon De Wet’s flank and keep up a rin- 
ning fight is better proof of ultimate suc- 
cess than that the assumption of san- 
guine experts that the wiry guerrilla would 
be entrapped at Reddersburg by the col- 
umn waiting for him. | 

De Wet has the advantage of knowing 
every foot of the country, but there will 
be limits to his powers of endurance if 
Knox's troopers, as is generally believed in 
military circles here, are well supplied with 
relays of horses and can keep up the 
chase. Several petty affairs are reported 
briefly by Kitchener, but it is clear that 
he attaches supreme importance to the 
capture of De Wet and Stein as the first 
real stroke of his campaign. 

Military men here are commenting upon 
the fact that Gen. French, the best cavalry- 
man on the British list, is not employed 
against De Wet, but the probable explana- 
tion is that his rank excludes 


the front for several weeks.
